2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record taught or suggested that those skilled in the art at the time the 
invention was made would have formed a stent graft assembly by forming a 
substantially planar strip and wire assembly from a first and second essentially flat, 
planar graft strips and essentially flat planar stent wire which was positioned between 
the first and second graft strips followed by helically winding the substantially planar 
strip and wire assembly. The reference to Banas et al (newly cited), formed an 
encapsulated planar graft stent assembly followed by helically winding the assembly, 
however the graft stent assembly was formed by either pultruding the stent wire through 
a pultrusion process wherein the plastic graft material as added or via an extrusion 
operation to form the graft component with an opening therein capable of accepting the 
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stent component followed by threading of the stent component therein, see Figures 1 1 
13 and 14, column 10, lines 36-46, column 10, lines 47-56. Note that the reference 
failed to suggest the use of two planar essentially flat graft strips which sandwiched the 
stent component and there is simply no motivation to utilize two strips in the manner 
claimed by applicant.
